EDUCATION chiefs have 
been criticised for leaving 
schools “languishing in me¬ 
diocrity” in a letter from the 
schools watchdog. 

Ofsted has written to Suf¬ 
folk County Council to state 
that the education improve¬ 
ment strategy is too weak as 
schools are performing well 
below the national average. 

Following inspections in 
January Ofsted has identi¬ 
fied problems with poor 
pupil performance at Key 
Stages 2 and 4, poor lead¬ 
ership in schools and bad 
communication between 
the council and school lead¬ 
ers. 

It also said the council 
was weak in challenging 
and supporting schools, 
and too slow to intervene. 

Sean Harford, Ofsted re¬ 
gional director for the East 
of England, said: “Too few 
pupils in Suffolk attend a 
good or outstanding school, 
and far too many attend in¬ 
adequate schools. That is 
unacceptable. 

“It is disappointing to find 
that Suffolk County Council 
has been ineffective in the 
way it supports schools. 


“That just isn’t good 
enough when the prospects 
for the young people of the 
county are at stake.” 

The county council intro¬ 
duced the “Raising the Bar” 
policy in 2012 to improve 
standards and shifted from 
a three-tier to a two-tier 
education system. 

Mr Harford said: “But 
there have been no signifi¬ 
cant improvements in pu¬ 
pils’ attainment since that 
time and there is still no 
clear strategy for how the 
local authority will make 
improvements.” 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, cabi¬ 
net member for educa¬ 
tion, said the report made 
“sobering reading” but the 
council was working hard 
to change Suffolk’s historic 
underperformance. 


She said: “There are few 
issues of greater signifi¬ 
cance than the education 
our young people receive 
and if advice needs to be 
given, it ought to be heard - 
loud and clear. 

“Results are improving in 
Suffolk, but too slowly 

“We’re already working, 
together, to make improve¬ 
ments and will leave no 
stone unturned in our pur¬ 
suit of a better future for our 
children.” 

Newmarket College’s in¬ 
terim head is hoping for 
a 10 per cent rise in GCSE 
grades this year. 

Nick Froy said: “The Of¬ 
sted report published this 
morning makes difficult 
reading for all who work in 
education in Suffolk. 

“The college accepts that 


outcomes for young peo¬ 
ple in Suffolk are not good 
enough.” 

But he said the college 
had a clear plan and was 
benefiting from support 
from partners Samuel Ward 
Academy, in Haverhill. 

Howard Lay, executive 
principal of Samuel Ward 
Academy, said his school’s 
outstanding results were 
due to its academy status. 

Mr Lay, who is also execu¬ 
tive principal of Newmar¬ 
ket College, said: “The old 
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system was built around 
the local authority deliver¬ 
ing education services and 
it is unable to do that any 
longer. 

“It was also a hawed sys¬ 
tem because schools be¬ 
came too dependent. 

“Schools need to take re¬ 
sponsibility for their own 
futures now and work with 
others to ensure provision 
is excellent.” 

He added: “One of the 
reasons Samuel Ward is 
outstanding is that it broke 
away from the local author¬ 
ity by becoming an acad¬ 
emy. 

“This means that for the 
last three years we have 
been able to create our own 
vision and purpose and set 
our own path.” 

Sharon FitzGerald, head 
at Houldsworth Valley Pri¬ 
mary, said: “We are all striv¬ 
ing for excellence for all our 
pupils, I cannot help but 
feel optimistic. 

“I think what does im¬ 
pact on capacity for change 
is funding, something 
which is consistently being 
squeezed in various ways.” 

Ofsted will monitor de¬ 
velopments and re-inspect 
within a year.

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‘Unique’ collection of 
Lowry’s work on show

A COLLECTION of paint¬ 
ings by LS Lowry, which were 
owned by a late Newmarket 
businessman, have been 
shown in the town. 

The 15 piece collection, 
which is tipped to bring in 
more than £15 million at 
auction, hung on the walls 
of Tony Thompson’s home 
in Six Mile Bottom until his 
death in 2013. 

Mr Thompson, owner of 
Af Thompson Waste Paper 
Recycling, in Victoria Way, 
Newmarket, collected Lowry 
paintings, which were exhib¬ 
ited to the public yesterday 
at The Jockey Club Rooms. 

Frances Christie, head of 
modern and post-war British 
art department at Sotheby’s, 
told the News: “It’s a really 
special collection because 
Tony had this incredible eye 
for the best pictures. 

“He had this very rare tal¬ 
ent to choose only the very 
best pictures.” 

The collection was 
amassed over a 30-year peri¬ 
od and contains works from 
1929 up to 1962 and includes 
the 1960 painting ‘Picadilly 
Circus’, which was the most 
expensive Lowry painting to 
ever sell at auction. 

Ms Christie said: “Some 
people think Lowry just 
painted the industrial land¬ 
scape but this collection 
shows his range.” 

Mr Thompson combined 
his two passions - racing and 
Lowry’s painting - by nam¬ 
ing many of his successful 
horses after Lowry paintings. 

He had a number of horses 
in training with David Els- 
worth, at Egerton House 
Stables, in Cambridge Road, 



Newmarket, including Dante 
Stakes winner Salford Ex¬ 
press and Salford Mill which 
won the Newmarket Stakes. 

Ms Christie said: “Tony 
lived in the area for a long 
time. 

“It is nice to bring the 
paintings to Newmarket be¬ 


cause his passions were very 
much racing and Lowry so it 
is lovely to have the collec¬ 
tion here.” 

Laurence Stephen Low¬ 
ry was born in Stetford, in 
Greater Manchester in 1887 
and many of his paintings 
depict industrial scenes in 
Salford and the surrounding 
area. 

Paintings from Tony 
Thompson’s collection were 
loaned to the Tate Britain in 
2013 for a major retrospec¬ 
tive exhibition. 

The A.J. Thompson Collec¬ 
tion is up for auction at So¬ 
theby’s in New Bond Street, 
London, on March 25.

Domestic abuse victims to be 
supported in police campaign 


VICTIMS of domestic abuse 
do not have to suffer alone 
- that is the message from 
police at the launch of a na¬ 
tional campaign. 

Suffolk Police has backed 
the Association of Chief Po¬ 
lice Officers (ACPO) Domes¬ 
tic Abuse week to raise the 
profile of support available to 
sufferers. 

Detective Superintendent 
David Cutler, head of pro¬ 
tecting vulnerable people, 
said: “Suffolk Police, work¬ 
ing closely with its partners, 
is committed to supporting 


and protecting those who 
suffer domestic abuse. 

“We do understand how 
very difficult it can be for 
someone to take that step 
in speaking about what they 
have endured and suffered. 

“We know the things that 
go round someone’s mind 
when making the decision 
to seek help and we know it 
is often a very difficult thing 
to do. 

“Being hurt, threatened, in¬ 
timidated, called names, told 
who you can talk to, stopped 
from going out, harassed and 


isolated from your friends 
and family are all signs of do¬ 
mestic abuse. 

“This is not acceptable be¬ 
haviour and you do not have 
to put up with it.” 

From October 1 to 31 De¬ 
cember 2013, there were 
2,102 recorded incidents of 
domestic abuse - an 11 per 
cent increase compared to 
the same quarter in 2012. 

Of the crimes committed, 
74.6 per cent were of a vio¬ 
lent nature, with 38 per cent 
resulting in the victim suffer¬ 
ing some form of injury.

Development would 
be ‘nail in coffin’ for 
racing, inquiry told 


APPROVAL of plans for 
a supermarket on racing 
land in Newmarket would 
be “hammering the nail 
in the coffin” of the town’s 
industry, an inquiry has 
heard. 

A public inquiry began 
on Tuesday into Forest 
Heath District Council’s 
(FHDC) decision to refuse 
permission for an Asda 
store on land bounded by 
Black Bear Lane, Rowley 
Drive and High Street. 

FHDC refused the bid, 
made by developers Unex, 
in May last year on rac¬ 
ing, heritage and retail 
grounds. At the same time 
bids were approved for a 
Morrisons, in Exning Road, 
and an expanded Tesco, in 
Fordham Road.

Proposals for a Sains- 
burys on the George 
Lambton Playing Fields 
were refused. 

The appellant has ar¬ 
gued the site has not been 
in racing use since the late 
1980s and should not be 
covered by FHDC’s racing 
policy, which protects land 
historically associated with 
racing from development. 

But William Gittis, chair¬ 
man of the Newmarket 
Horsemen’s Group, said 
the development should 
not be allowed to circum¬ 
vent the racing policy just 
because horses have not 
been on the site for a few 
years. 


Mr Gittis said: “Anyone 
who allows that precedent 
to be set is hammering the 
first nail into the coffin of 
the success of Newmarket 
and its growth potential.” 

He said the site would 
have been “very attractive” 
to racing buyers but said 
the developers had refused 
to sell the site for racing 
use. 

Another hurdle for the 
appellant is the heritage of 
the site, most of which is 
in the Conservation Area, 
and includes the Grade II 
listed Queensbury Lodge 
buildings, in High Street. 

Dr Nicholas Doggett, of 
Assett Heritage Consult¬ 
ing, told the inquiry the 
development would cause 
some harm to the conser¬ 


vation area but it would 
not be significant. 

He said: “The harm 
caused would be offset by 
the proposals to restore 
and find an appropriate 
use for the listed buildings 
at the front.” 

Martin Robeson, a plan¬ 
ning consultant acting on 
behalf of Tesco, said con¬ 
struction would begin at 
the Tesco site in Fordham 
Road this summer regard¬ 
less of the results of this 
appeal. The expanded 
store is expected to open 
next summer. 

Planning inspector John 
Gray, who is leading the 
inquiry, will consider the 
retail impact of the pro¬ 
posals when the inquiry 
continues tomorrow.

Council tax 
freeze passed 
by council 


A COUNCIL tax precept has 
been frozen by the district 
council this week for the 
fourth year in a row. 

Forest Heath District 
Council (FHDC) voted to 
keep its portion of council 
tax at the same level, which 
means a Band D property 
will remain at £137.43. 

Cllr fames Waters, leader 
of FHDC, said: “Thanks to 
sound financial planning, 
our proposal is that you pay 
the same you have for the 
past four years for this coun¬ 
cil’s services, while we con¬ 
tinue to invest in the things 
that are important to you. 

“Local government fund¬ 
ing has changed for good. 

“We have proved that by 
working differently we can 
make savings and make a 
real difference to the lives of 
those who live here.” 

Savings have been made 
by sharing services with 
St Edmundsbury Borough

Council, which has saved 
£3.5 million across both 
councils since 2012. 

The arrangement 
is expected to save 
£412,000 in the next 
financial year. 

Newmarket 
Town Council 
voted to increase 
its precept by two 
per cent last week, 
which means resi¬ 
dents living in Band D 
properties will see a rise 
from £94.69 to £102.28 for 
parish services. 

In East Cambridgeshire 
council tax will be frozen for 
the first time in three years. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council’s (ECDC) budg¬ 
et for 2014/15 was rubber- 
stamped on Thursday night 
and was described by leader 
lames Palmer as the “most 
robust” it has been for some 


time. 

Members heard the coun¬ 
cil currently has around £1.8 
million in reserves - com¬ 
pared to just over £1 million 
four years ago - which 
means its council tax 
precept is being fro¬ 
zen. 

Cllr Palmer said: 
“It is the most ro¬ 
bust it has been for 
quite a long time 
and we should all be 
pleased that no bor¬ 
rowing will be required. 
‘I am worried when I 
look to the future but I am 
confident that this budget 
will see us through.” 

In 2012/13, council tax 
in the district increased by 
three per cent and last year it 
went up by two per cent. 

The council said the suc¬ 
cess of its medium-term fi¬ 
nancial strategy has allowed 
it to build its reserves to a 
“sustainable level”.

Ensuring runners are on top form 


RUNNERS made sure they were 
on top form by attending a free 
marathon clinic. 

For the fourth year running, the 
Sports Injury Clinic (SLC) hosted a 
free marathon clinic on Saturday 
at Newmarket Leisure Centre. 

Director Jane Petrucci said: 


A COUPLE have won a lengthy 
legal battle over the noise from a 
motocross stadium near their for¬ 
mer home as a court has ruled it is 
a “nuisance”. 

The Supreme Court allowed an 
appeal by Katherine Lawrence 
and Raymond Shields to clawback 
compensation for the noise they 
suffered at their home at Fenland, 
Cooks Drove, in West Row, which 
is just 560 metres from Milden- 
hall Stadium, home of the Fen 
Tigers speedway team. 

The long-running saga saw the 
couple awarded £20,000 in dam¬ 
ages from the stadium operators 
by the High Court in 2011 but they 
were stripped of the award by the 
Appeal Court in 2012, which found 
motorsport was established at the 
stadium before they bought their 
home. 

Ms Lawrence and Mr Shields 
lived there between January 2006 
and May 2010 when a digger

crashed into a tank and flooded 
their home with oil. A fire ren¬ 
dered it uninhabitable a month 
later. 

In November they asked Lords 
Neuberger, Mance, Clark, Sump¬ 
tion and Carnwath to overturn the 
Appeal Court ruling and compen¬ 
sate them for the nuisance they 
say they suffered. 

Ms Lawrence and Mr Shields 
claimed they had no idea when 
they bought the house that they 
were moving near a noisy motor- 
sports stadium. 

Lord Neuberger said: “There is 
no question of the respondents 
being able to rely on the fact that 
the appellants came to the nui¬ 
sance, or any other similar argu¬ 
ment. The appellants used their 
property, Fenland, as a residence, 
which was the same purpose to 


advice and massage sessions. 

Jane said: "It has changed 
every year as we learn about what 
people want.

which it had been put ever since 
before the activities currently car¬ 
ried on at the Stadium and the 
Track had started.” 

Stadium owners claimed to be 
immune from proceedings as ac¬ 
tivities had been taking place for 
at least 20 years. But Lord Neu¬ 
berger said the evidence “fell well 
short” of establishing this. 

The news has shocked mem¬ 
bers of the Mildenhall Fen Tigers 
speedway team, whose chairman 
said the matter had been “a cloud 
hanging over the stadium”. 

Chair Kevin Jolly said: “This is 
obviously a big disappointment 
for the stadium owners who hoped 
today would bring an end to this 
matter and remove a cloud hang¬ 
ing over the stadium before we 
took over the running of the Fen 
Tigers.” 

He said nothing has changed re¬ 
garding the running of speedway 
there. 


Inspectors 

criticise 

prison 

standards 

AN INSPECTION into court 
custody services in Suffolk 
has revealed some cells 
are too small and in “poor” 
condition. 

Bury St Edmunds Mag¬ 
istrates Court and Ipswich 
Crown Court were among 
those inspected by HM In¬ 
spectorate of Prisons be¬ 
tween September and Oc¬ 
tober last year. 

Positives included that 
facilities were cleaner than 
elsewhere, and detainees 
were well looked-after and 
treated courteously. 

But cells in two of the 
eight courts inspected were 
littered with graffiti and 
had dirty floors and toilets 
- and detainee care was “let 
down” by staff shortages. 

Nick Hardwick, Chief In¬ 
spector of Prisons, identi¬ 
fied the main issues as a 
lack of suitable language 
interpretation on every oc¬ 
casion, leading to detainees 
being in custody for longer, 
a lack of training in safe¬ 
guarding procedures and 
the cells being too cold. 

It was also revealed that 
staff struggled to maintain 
the mandatory regime of 
checking every detainee at 
least once every 10 minutes 
and recording it. 

Mr Hardwick said: “In 
Norfolk and Suffolk courts, 
standards of detainee care 
were hampered by shortag¬ 
es of staff, the limitations of 
the physical environment 
in some courts, and the 
lack of robust, multi-agen¬ 
cy forums in which difficul¬ 
ties in court custody could 
be discussed and resolved.” 

The inspection was part 
of a new programme look¬ 
ing into court custody.

Mrs Frazer said: “I know 
Sir Jim Paice has already 
had a number of discus¬ 
sions with Network Rail 
and I will continue to liaise 
with Network Rail to help 
ensure that the proposal 
turns into a reality.” 

The station opened in 
1879 when the Ely to New¬ 
market railway line was 
built and for years was a 


focal point of town life. 
It was destroyed on June 
2, 1944, after a consign¬ 
ment of bombs travelling 
through the town caught 
fire. 

Re-opening 
the station 
could provide 
a direct link 
to Ely, Cam¬ 
bridge, Pe¬ 
terborough, 

Bury St Ed¬ 
munds and 
Ipswich. 

Cllr Schu¬ 
mann said: 

“I am happy 
to see that 
Soham’s railway station 
is back on Network Rail’s 
forward business plan and 


pleased to see the backing 
of Cambridgeshire County 
Council yet again for this 
project. 

“It is great to have Lucy 
Frazer offering support for 
the future of the So¬ 
ham railway sta¬ 
tion.” 

A re¬ 
cent study 
showed re- 
building 
the station 
could gen¬ 
erate up to 
£500,000 a 
year - if the sta¬ 
tion operated an 
hourly service. 

It is believed the project 
would cost around £6 mil¬ 
lion.

ALISTAIR McGowan likes clocks. 

He bought his second, a very nice one 
apparently, in Cambridge when he was 24. 

"I've just always found them very beautiful 
things," he explains simply. 

It's not quite what you expect from the 
bushy-browed 49-year-old, and BAFTA award¬ 
winning star of The Big Impression, but then, 
if you think about it, he's rather like a clock 
himself. Except, instead of time he tells stories, 
and instead of tick-tocks, his inner mechanical 
cogs whir along knocking out ridiculously 
brilliant impressions; just remember his David 
Beckham. 

But impressions and clocks are not why he's 
returning to Cambridge this month. McGowan 
is reprising his role as the great Professor Henry 
Higgins in the Theatre Royal Bath's 100th 
anniversary tour of George Bernard Shaw's 
Pygmalion. A witty exploration of class and 
gender, it's the basis of A/I y Fair Lady (don't say 
you don't know it), and follows the phonetics- 
obsessed professor as he tries to get cockney 
flower girl Eliza Doolittle (Rachel Barry with 
the unenviable task of trying to step out of 
the shadow of Audrey Hepburn), to pass for a 
duchess at a very fancy party. The question is, 
will she assert her own independence or simper 
along with the challenge? 

McGowan first played Higgins in the West 
End two-and-a-half years ago, stepping in last 
minute for a too-busy Rupert Everett, and the 
producers rather liked him. He didn't need 
much persuading to get into coat tails either: 
"I'd always been fascinated by accents and how 
people spoke, even at that age," McGowan 
buzzes, describing the impact seeing My Fair 
Lady had on him as a child. "I actually didn't 
think about playing the part, I just thought I 
would like to be Henry Higgins in real life. I'd 
like to be able to study people's accents and 
I would love to be able to, as he says himself, 
place any man within six miles." 

Graduating from the Guildhall School of 
Music and Drama, he only went and did it,

breaking out thanks to ITV's satirical puppet 
show Spitting Image and then teaming up 
with fellow impressionist Ronni Ancona. It all 
rather kicked off. . . He's dedicated his career 
to decoding and reproducing other people's 
voices, he really is a modern day Higgins, on 
and off stage. 

Alistair McGowan is basically a lovely, 
incredibly generous, likeable chap. 

Take the fact he happily plunges straight 
into his latest impersonation ("My favourite 
is always my newest one,") without being 
pushed; suddenly I find myself interviewing 
Raymond Blanc: "Oh la la!" He actually tried it 
out on Blanc himself at Christmas: "I couldn't 
work out for the rest of the evening whether 
he'd liked it or not!" 

Slithering out of character, McGowan 
explains: "When you get a new person it's like 
a toy really. You can't stop playing with it for a 
little while, and then a new one comes 
along. . ." 

The one person he really can't get the knack 
of is David Cameron. Rory Bremner will be 
relieved. 

"It is nice to at least be able to do your 
country's leader for whatever purposes and 
I just can't get anywhere near him so I don't 
bother," he says ruefully. "But I do [as Boris] do 
a very good Boris Johnson instead, so if I need 
to say something about government or right- 
wing policies, I use Boris as that mouthpiece, 
he's much more fun! Much more interesting! In 
every sense."

John Lill talks 
Beethoven 


What do you hope audiences will 
feel when they hear you playing 
Beethoven's Fidelio Overture, 

Piano Concerto No 5 (Emperor) and 
Symphony No 7? 

My job is to be a channel, harnessing 
if possible the original inspiration 
that gripped the composer at the 
time he was writing the music and 
communicating this to the audience as 
clearly as possible. 

What do you think it is that marks 
Beethoven out as a composer of genius? 

It's to do with authority and 
a complete mastery of all the 
components of the music, covering 
a huge range of emotions. At his 
greatest, I think Beethoven's work 
actually transcends emotion and 
becomes a purely spiritual experience. I 
don't think Beethoven could have been 
the only contributor to his writing, 
especially when he was deaf; I'm 
convinced he was a very gifted channel 
for realising powers outside of himself. 
When a violinist once complained to 
Beethoven about his violin concerto 
being unplayable, Beethoven shouted 
back: "When God tells me what to 
write, do you think I care anything 
about your puny fingers?'' 

Do you have any favourite 


Cambridge Corn Exchange’s 
Orchestra in Residence, the 
renowned Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra, returns this month 
with a concert featuring some 
of Beethoven’s most enduring 
and popular works, performed 
by award-winning piano soloist 
John Lill. ANDREW BURTON 
spoke to him to find out more. 
Beethoven pieces? 

I love all the concertos but I play No 
5 the most, simply because it is the 
most popular and most requested. 

Last December, I played all of them at 
a concert in Moscow, and it reminded 
me they are all masterpieces in 
different ways. 

You have enjoyed a long and 
distinguished playing career and 2014 
is your 70th birthday celebration tour. 
What have been your career highlights 
to date? 

My London debut with Sir Adrian 
Bolt, playing Rachmaninov's third when 
I was 18, was an exciting occasion, 
as was my Festival Hall debut shortly 
after that, with the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra playing the same concerto, 
in the early 1960s. 

Also, winning the Tchaikovsky Prize 


in 1970 was a definite highlight. That's 
still as vivid in my memory as if it could 
have happened yesterday. 

What attracted you to the piano in the 
first place? 

It was an inevitable magnetism. I 
come from a poor family in the east 
side of London. We didn't have a 
piano at home but when I was about 
3 or 4 I was continually popping 
along to a neighbour who had a big 
upright piano and apparently it was 
almost impossible to remove me from 
the instrument. It has always been 
something I've been drawn to. I found 
it easier to play the piano than to 
speak, even! 

If you could transport yourself back to 
any point in history and be present at 
the premiere of any piece of classical 
music, what would it be, and why? 

That's an extraordinary question, 
and one I have never been asked in 
my entire musical career. There are so 
many pieces that come to mind! I think 
it would have to be one of Beethoven's 
later works and one that would really 
have jolted the listeners, such as 
Beethoven's last Sonata No 32 or the 
Ninth Symphony. It would have been 
fascinating to be a fly on the wall at 
one of those concerts.

Dubai double helps 
Ihtimal’s reputation 


LEADING Classic hope Ihtimal 
predictably proved far too good for 
her opponents as she produced a 
scintillating display in the UAE Oaks 
at Meydan last week. 

Saeed bin Suroor’s Godolphin 
filly showed her class in Britain as a 
juvenile, claiming the Sweet Solera 
at Newmarket and the May 
Hill Stakes at Doncaster 
before finishing third 
behind the ill-fated 
Chriselliam in the 
Fillies’ Mile. 

The three-year- 
old made a sparkling 
Dubai debut in the 1 
UAE 1000 Guineas 
three weeks ago and ^ 
was an 11-4 favourite to 
follow up under Silvestre de 
Sousa, stepping up to an extend¬ 
ed nine furlongs for the first time. 

Ihtimal was a little keen off a slow 
pace, but had too many gears for her 
opponents in the straight, coming 
home 10 lengths clear. 

Guineas third Feedyah claimed 
the runner-up spot, with Guineas 
second Mensoora third. 

Bin Suroor said: “I’m very happy. 
Every time she runs she shows some 


class. When she won the Guineas, we 
decided to run her in this race 
“It looked easy for her, but as 
for future plans, we’ll see how she 
comes back, then we’ll talk to Sheikh 
Mohammed and he will decide. 

“She has the class and the trip 
suited her tonight.” 

De Sousa said: “She has 
come on a lot from the last 
time she ran. 

“She can only beat 
what is in the field 
and she did it in great 
fashion.” 

Paddy Power left 
f Ihtimal unchanged 
r at 12-1 for the 1000 
Guineas at HQ on May 4. 
The formidable bin 
Suroor-de Sousa combina¬ 
tion went on to complete a double 
with 7-1 shot Tha’ir in the A1 Naboo- 
dah Cargo Centre Trophy. 

The Dubai Duty Free on World 
Cup night could be on the agen¬ 
da for Mshawish after he ran out 
a decisive winner of the Zabeel 
Mile under Richard Hughes, as 
Newmarket trainer David Simcock’s 
Trade Storm came home well for 
second.

NEWMARKET had a hard- 
fought victory over Harwich & 
Dovercourt with a 17-16 triumph 
in Greene King IPA Eastern 
Counties One. 

Adam Smith's first-half try, 
converted by Joe Stafford, helped 
Newmarket into a 7-6 lead at half 
time. 

Straight after the restart, Ben 
Cooper dotted down Newmarket's 
second try, which Stafford 
converted. He also kicked a 
penalty. Harwich got a third 
penalty and then got a consolation 
converted try with the last play of 
the game. 

Newmarket director of rugby 
Gareth Godfrey said: "It was tight, 
it was a horrible pitch and very 
muddy. 

"If you look at all the results 
from the weekend, I don't think 
anyone won by more than five 
points. 

"There was plenty of endeavour 
from both sides. 

"We won the game, great, we 
were really happy and it wasn't 
really a day for bonus points. 

"We didn't play particularly well 
and the pitch didn't really allow it, 
Harwich were a better team than 
the league suggests but ultimately 
the referee ruined it. It was one of 
those days really." 

Newmarket have now used up 
their game in hand over West 
Norfolk, and have gone two points 
clear at the top of the table. 

This Saturday, Newmarket are at 
home to Mersea Island, who are 
fourth from bottom in the table, 
six points clear of basement side 
Crusaders. 
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
